Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 4-7, 10-13 & 16-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Okada (USPN 6,410,882). 

Okada discloses a laser welding method in which porosity is suppressed. The 
laser beam is used for welding and is used as a heat source. While the object is being 
irradiated i.e. welded, the focus position of the laser beam is vibrated in the optical axis 
direction. When the focus position of the laser beam is vibrated in the optical axis 
direction the laser beam efficiently stirs the fusing pool formed by heat fusion of the 
object to be welded. SUS 304 and Magnesium alloy (MP1) were used as the welding 
workpieces. In addition, since welding is carried out while the focus of the laser beam is 
vibrated in the optical axis direction, it is possible to suppress porosity without spinning 
the beam. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 2, 8 & 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Okada as stated in the above paragraph and further in view of Melville (USPN 

4,857,697). 

Okada does not teach the 25% temperature difference. 

Melville discloses the use of multiple lasers in order to produce a continuous 
weld seam. Successive welding pulses are timed according to a temperature drop, that 
is, when the temperature of the previously melted area has dropped by not less than 1% 
but not more than 25% of the temperature difference between the melting point of the 
material of the mating surfaces and the ambient temperature. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art the time of the 
invention to note and use the temperature difference, as taught by Melville in the Okada 
process because this ensures a through weld but not a breakthrough pass. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3, 9 & 15 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the claims differ from prior art in that a heating source positioned at the second 
outer surface is not taught. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-17 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
